He  is  the  father  of  three  sons,  two  in  school,  and 
one  of  pre-school  age.  Born  in  Hudson,  Michigan,  he  has  lived  in  Haslett 
for  seven  years.  He  is  a  bacteriologist  with  the  Michigan  Department  of 
Health,  served  in  the  signal  corps  during  World  War  II,  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Haslett  Community  Church,  the  Explorer  Post  161  committee,  and 
Phi  Kappa  Tau  Fraternity. 


Born  in  Missouri,  Mr.  Wilson  has  lived  in  the  Haslett  area  since  1916,  and 
graduated  from  Haslett  High  School  in  1923.
